(Based  on  information  received  in  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service 
of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  up  to  July  27,  1932) 


Summary 

present  indications  are  that  apple  and  pear  crops  in  the  chief 
exporting  countries,  will  he  smaller  than  those  of  last  year.  Consequently 
the  quantities  availahle  for  export  should  "be  considerably  less  than  in 
the  1931-32  season.    In  addition,  smaller  crops  are  in  prospect  in  a.  num- 
ber of  the  chief  importing  countries.    From  the  point  of  view  of  competit- 
ive foreign  supplies,  therefore,  export  prospects  for  American  apples  and 
pears  are  more  encouraging  than  at  this  time  last  year,    prospects  for 
apples  are  the  more  favorable  of  the  two.    Demand  conditions,  however,  are 
generally  poor.    During  the  season  just  closed  price  levels  continued  to 
decline  throughout  the  world,  unemployment  increased,  financial  shifts  oc- 
curred and  additional  trade  barriers  were  raised.    These  combined  to  re- 
strict purchasing  power  and  the  free  flow  of  commodities.    Shipments  of 
American  apples  and  pears  may  be  curtailed  somewhat  because  of  the  sanitary 
regulations  and  the  restriction  on  shipping  ungraded  apples  and  pears  which 
were  adopted  by  the  fruit  industry  this  spring. 

Apples 

The  1932  apple  crops  are  generally  smaller  in  most  apple  producing 
countries  than  in  1931.     In  most  of  the  chief  exporting  countries,  namely, 
the  United  States,  Canada,   Switzerland,  Belgium  and  the  Netherlands,  lighter 
crops  are  anticipated.     These  countries  supply  the  bulk  of  the  apples  enter- 
ing into  international  trade.    On  the  other  hand  Italy  and  Austria  are  ex- 
pected to  have  larger  crops  than  last  year.    In  France  the  apple  crop  is  re- 
ported to  be  about  the  same  size  as  last  year  which  was  about  average.  Less 
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than  ave rage  crops  arc  expected  in  -Germany-  and  the  United  Kingdom,  the  two 
most  important  apple  consuming  nations'.  .  The  Scandinavian  countries  are 
also  reported  as  expecting  less  than  normal  crops.     (See  table,  page  8.) 
Prance,  Holland  and  Belgium  are  importers  of  apples  as  -veil  as  exporters, 
depending  upon  the  size    of  the  domestic  crop. 

The  July  crop  report  placed  the  total  United  States  apple  crop  at 
133,824,000  bushels  compared  with  202,415,000  "bushels  in  1931,  or  a  de- 
crease of  34  per  cent.     The  boxed  apple  crop  was  estimated  at  53,355,000 
bushels  against  53,719,000  bushels  last  year  and  the  barreled  crop  at 
80,459,000.  'bushels  compared  with  148,696,000  bushels  last  season.  Smaller 
than  average  crops  are  in  prospect  in  all  important  barreled  apple  states 
but  somewhat  larger  crops  than  the  poor  ones     of  last  year  are  expected  ?n 
New  York  .and  the  lew  England  States.     The  boxed  apple  crop  is  about  average. 

The  United  States  commercial  apple  crop  in  the  five-year  period, 
1927-28  to  1931-32  averaged  95,200,000  bushels  of  which  15,800,009  bushels, 
or  16?  per  cent,  wore  exported  and  79,400,000  bushels,  or  83f  per  cent,  con- 
sumed at  home.     Since  the  commercial  apple  crop  of  this  season  is  not  likely 
to  be  much  greater  than  the  average  home  consumption  it  is  evident  that  sup- 
plies available  for  both  the  domestic  market  and  for  export  will  be  below 
normal  and  much  bel.ow  those  of  last  year.    In  past  years  of  small  apple 
crops  exports  have  constituted  about  12  per  cent  of  the  commercial  crop. 
(See  table,  -page  5.) 

In  Canada  an  average  apple  crop  of  about  10,200,000  bushels  is  fore- 
casted for  1932.    This  is  smaller  than  the  1931  crop  of  11,400,000  bushels.  / 
The  Canadian  barreled  apple  crop  is  placed  at  5,900,000  bushels  and  the 
boxed  crop  at  4,300,000  bushels.    This  compares  with  a  barreled  crop  of 
8,000,000  bushels  and  a    boxed  crop  of  3,400,000  bushels  in  1931.     The  im- 
portant barreled  apple  exporting  province  of  Nova  Scotia  has  a  19  per  cent 
smaller  crop,  and  Ontario,  the  other  important  barreled  province,  a  crop  36 
p>er  cent  below  last  year. 

In  British  Columbia,  however,  the  boxed  crop  is  25  oer  cent  above 
1931,  but  this  province  is  not  as  important  from  an  exporting  angle  .as  IxTova 
Scotia.     Since  the  total  crop  is  smaller  than  last  year,  especially  the 
Uova  Scotian  crop,  it  is  reasonable  to  assume  that  exports  will  fall  some- 
what below  1931-3:2.     (See  table,  page  5.)    Moreover  Canada  may  be  a,  better 
market  for  United  States  apples  in  the  coming  season  than  last  when  tak- 
ings were  less  than  one-half  the  usual  amount.     Canada  imported  around  237,000 
boxes  and  37,000  barrels  of  our  apples  in  the  1931-32  season. 

Apple  crops  are  also  smaller  in  most  of  the  important  European  apple 
exporting  countries.     This  is  true  of  Switzerland,  Belgium  and  Holland.  The 
Swiss  crop  is  expected  to  be  below  the  bumper  crop  of  1931.     Surplus  apples 
from  this  country  are  mostly  marketed  in  Germany  and  to  a  lesser  extent  in 
Prance  and  Austria.     C  z  e  c  ho  si  o  vakia  has  a  smaller  crop  in  prospect  althoiigh 
shipments  from  this    country  have  not  been  important  since  the  1928-29  sea- 
son when  a  great  many  trees  were  destroyed  by  the  hard  freeze  of  that  year. 
The  only  European  exporting  countries  which  have  larger  crops  than  last  sea- 
son are  Italy  and.  Austria.    Very  good  crops  are  expected  in  Italy  and  a  good 
crop  in  Austria.     Considerable  competition  on  the  Continent  prior  to  Christ- 
mas mav  be  expected  from  both  countries,  particularly  in  the  German  market. 
Yugoslavia  is  also  expecting  a.  satisfactory  crop.     (See  table,  page  8.) 
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The  apple  crop  in  England  is  expected  to  "be-  small  again  this  year. 
The  United  Kingdom  imported  3,475,000  boxes  and  1,900,000  "barrels  of  apples 
from  the  United  States  in  the  1931-32  season,  or  a  little  above  the  average 
for  the  past  five  seasons.     (See  table,  page  6.)    Unless  the  10  per  cent 
tariff  on  foreign  apples  proves  to  "be  too  great  an  obstacle  the  United  King- 
dom should  prove  to  "be  a  good  customer  for  American  apples  this  season.  An 
offsetting  factor  in  the  British  market  this  year  is  that  Canada  will  enjoy 
a  double  advantage  over  this  country  in  that  Canadian  fruit  is  not  subject 
to  duty  and  Canadian  money  is  "below  par. 

The  apple  crop  in  G-ermany  is  reported  to  "be  smaller  than  the  large 
crop  of  last  season.     Shipments  of  apples  from  this  country  to  G-ermany  last 
year  were  about  2,000,000  boxes  and  79,000  barrels.     (See  table,  page  6.) 
Takings  in  the  coming  season  will  probably  be  considerably  less  than  these 
figures  unless  the  oresent  restrictions  on  exchange  are  modified.    An  aver- 
age apple  crop  of  about  the  same  size  as  last  year  is  anticipated  in  France. 
Dry  weather  in  July  is  said  to  have  adversely  affected  the  quality.    In  the 
1931-32  season  Prance  took  913,000  boxes  and  375,000  barrels  of  American 
apples.    This  was  a  very  large  increase  over  the  preceding  year.     (See  table, 
page  6.)     During  the  1932-33  season  purchases  are  not  likely  to  run  as  high 
because  of  the  strict  sanitary  regulations  in  force  in  that  country  which 
prohibit  the  importation  of  any  fruit  containing  disease  or  parasites,  par- 
ticularly San  Jose  scale.    However,  these  restrictions  should  not  affect  the 
French  outlet  for  high-quality,  clean  fruit. 

Latest  reports  point  to  only  a  fair  apple  crop  for  the  Netherlands 
this  year.     In  1951-32  HoJJLand  proved  to  "oe  a  very  good  market , consuming 
larger  quantities  of  our  apples  within  the  country  than  usual.  Imports 
amounted  to  1,300,000  boxes  and  49,000  barrels,  or  about  the  same  as  in  the 
preceding  year.     (See  table,  page  5.)     About  83,000  boxes  and  193,000  bar- 
rels of  United  States  apples  were  exported  to  Belgium  in  the  season  just 
closed.     (See  table,  page  S.)     The  Belgian  apple  crop  is  expected  to  be 
lighter  than  the  good  crop  of  last  year  but  somewhat  higher  duties  may  off- 
set this  favorable  factor.    Belgium  is  not  an  important  outlet  for  boxed 
apples  "because  of  the  high  duties  on  that  package. 

Crops  in  the  Scandinavian  countries  are  said  to  be  below  normal  this 
year.    However,  domestic  crops  in  these  countries  are  seldom  large  enough  to 
affect  imports  to  any  extent.    Last  season  takings  were  about  normal,  amount- 
ing to  540,000  boxes  and  176,000  barrels.     (See  table,  page  S.)     Sweden  and 
Denmark  are  the  most  important,  accounting  for  about  44  per  cent  each  of  the 
total  and  Norway  the  remainder  of  12  per  cent.     Tbe  orincipal  development  in 
the  Latin  American  countries  has  been  the  lifting  of  the  closing  date  for 
apple  imports  into  Argentina  which  was  formerly  fixed  at  December  15. 

Pears 

World  pear  crops  are  reported  to  be  generally  smaller  than  those  of 
last  year.     This  is  true  of  the  chief  exporting  countries,  i.e.,  the  United 
States,  Belgium,  Switzerland,  Italy  and  the  Netherlands.     In  France  an  av- 
erage crop  of  about  the  same  size  as  last  year  is  in  prospect.    Less  than 
average  crops  are  anticipated  in  the  United  Kingdom,  G-ermany  and  the  Scandi- 
navian countries.     (See  table,  page  8.)     These  are  the  most  important  pear 
importing  countries.     In  years  of  small  crops  France,  the  Netherlands  and 
Switzerland  also  import  considerable  quantities  of  pears. 
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The  United  States  pear  crop  for  1932  is  estimated  at  21,500,000 
bushels  compared  with '23,300,000  bushels  Last  year'  and  22,460,000  bushels 
in  the  .rive-year  period,  1927  to  1931 .'' The" west  era  states  "boxed  pear  crop 
is  placed  at  16,700,000  bushels,  which  is  an- increase  over  last  year  of 
1,500,000  bushels,  whereas' the  eastern  barreled' crop . is  estimated  .at 
4,800,000  bushels,  or  a  decrease  compared  with  1931  of  3,160,000  bushels, 
(See  table,  page  7.)     The  decline  in  .this  year's  crop  is  accounted  for  by 
the  generally  smaller  crops  in  the  middle  west  and  eastern  states.  Except- 
ions are  Hew  York  ano1  Michigan,  where  larger  crops  than  the  small  yields  of 
last  year  are  expected.    However,  the  pear  crops  in  both  states  are  below 
average . 

A  pear  crop  of  411,000  bushels  is  forecasted  for  Canada.    This  com- 
pares with  the  crop  of  400,000  bushels  in  1931.    (See  table,  page  8.)  The 
increase  is  due  to  the  larger  crop  in  Ontario  this  year.    .The  boxed  crop  in 
British  Columbia  is  belo1^  that  of  last  year*    Canada  does  not  produce  enough 
pears  to  satisfy  the  home  market.    Imports  of  pears  from  the  United  States 
usually  exceed  the  domestic  production.    The  average  shipments  of  United 
States  pears  to  Canada  in  the  five-year  period,  1926-27  to  1930-31,  was 
543,000  bushels.    Last  year  this  figure  droooed  to  324,000  bushels. 

The  pear  croo  in  England  is  reported  to  be  somewhat  larger  than  last 
jz-ear  when  a  very  small  crop  was  harvested.    The  United.  Kingdom  normally  im- 
ports about  70  per  cent  of  the  fresh  pears  consumed  in  that  country.  In 
the  1931-32  season  the  United  States  exported  around  949,000  bushels  of 
pears  to  the  United  Kingdom,  which  was  somewhat  above  the  normal  quantity 
but  below  the  large  export  of  1,380,000  bushels  in  1930-31.     (See  table, 
page  7.)     A  small  crop  is  expected  in  the  Netherlands  which  is  both  an  ex- 
porter and  an  importer  of  pears.     In  ye^rs  of  small  home  crops  imports  in- 
crease.    Last  season  the  Netherlands  imported  around  92,000  bushels  of 
pears  from  the  United  states.    This  was  considerably  above  the  average  tak- 
ings   for  the  preceding  five  years  but  less  than  the  amount  absorbed  in 
1930-31.    Belgium,  which  is  one  of  the  most  important  surplus  pear  produc- 
ing Countries  is  reported  to  have  about  half  a  full  crop  this  year.  Last 
season  14,000  bushels  of  pears  were  exported  to  Belgium  from  the  United 
States. 

Reports  from  Germany  indicate  a  much  smaller  pear  crop  for  1932  than 
the  heavy  crop  of  last  season.     Germany  is  second  only  to  the  United  King- 
dom as  a.  pear  importer;  however,,  the  bulk  of  the  imports  are  from  nearby 
countries.     Takings  from  the  United  States  have  been  increasing  in.  recent 
years.    Last  season  around  31,000  bushels  of  pears  were  shioped  from  the 
United  States  to  Germany.     This  was  the  largest  quantity  on  record  with  the 
exception  of  the  banner  1930-31  season.     (See  table,  page  7.)     Franco  has 
been  absorbing  larger  quantities  of  American  pears  in  recent  years.    In  fact 
in  the  season  just  closed  France  proved  to  be  a  very  good  outlet.  Imports 
of  pears  from  the  United  States  amounted  to  around  200,000  bushels.  The 
strict  sanitary  regulations  in  f^rce  in  France  may  curtail  somewhat-  the 
shipments  of  American  pears  to  that  market  in  the  1932-33  season.  Sweden 
is  the  most  important  market  of  the  three  Scandinavian  countries.  About 
48,000  bushels  of  pears  were  shipped  to  that  country  from  the  United  States 
last  year.     (See  table,  page  7.)    Less  than  normal  pear  crops  are  in  prospect 
in  the  Scandinavian  countries  this  year.     The  removal  of  the  closing  date  on 
pear  imports  into  the  Argentine  this  season  should  be  an  aid  in  the  marketing 
of  winter  pears  in  that  country.    Last  year  imports  of  pears  were  prohibited 
after  December  15.
